DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . This office action is in response to the amendment filed on 07/16/09. Claim 12 
has been amended; claim 15 has been canceled. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 12-14 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The present 
invention is directed to a method for detecting intrusions by using a network-based 
appliance to intercept packets, and using a virtual proxy to analyze the packets and 
direct a transport layer to modify the packets in which an attack has been detected. 
More specifically, independent claim 12 identifies the uniquely distinct features: wherein 
the virtual proxy directs the transport layer to modify the packets using packet stream 
modification requests, the method further comprising sending the packet stream 
modification requests from the network-based appliance to a standby network-based 
appliance to support fault tolerance. Ji et al. (US 5,623,600) disclose using a virtual 
proxy to detect attacks. Schuehler et al. (US 2004/0049596) disclose modifying packets 
at the transport layer to sanitize selected data in a TCP stream to prevent spreading of 
virus, loele et al. (US 7,007,299) disclose using a standby (i.e., secondary) firewall and 
heartbeat connections to support fault tolerance. However, the prior art, taken either 
singly or in combination, fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the limitations of applicant's 
independent claim, in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C 1 02 or 1 03 would 
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be proper. The claimed invention is therefore considered to be in condition for 
allowance as being novel and nonobvious over prior art.
